starting at about 0500 Eastern Time on 3885 kHz. If propagation is lousy there, we 
start on 1995 kHz, and move up to 75 meters when conditions improve with sunrise. 
We usually keep going until about 0700. 


Most people operate AM on military radios from their collections, but check in 
using non military gear is welcome, as are SSB and CW check ins. (Sometimes CW s 
the only way you can break the net with a GRC-9 from out in the boonies on a 15 
foot whip!) 


Some of the usual net controls are myself (AJ1G), WB3CTC, WA3YXN, and KW1I. Under 
good conditions we get check ins from Maine to NC, and out to Ohio.

UPS Hundredweight Service is for heavy stuff, and lots of boxes. You get 
charged $16/hundredweight (for zone 4 as example) regardless of number = 
of pieces. You'll still have to separate BC-610 into decks to meet 150 
lb. max per piece. Catch is UPS doesn't promote this deal and you have 
to find someone 

at shipping point who is signed up for it- you don't just flag down a = 
Brownshirt. 

To get signed up call UPS and request a AE (Brownshirt Account = 
Executive) 

call your shipper. Plan ahead, they are slow on the uptake. 

If there is anyone going to the show who is signed up, and would be = 
willing 

to help others get their stuff off this way, now would be a good time to 
mention it. 


If you are anticipating a BA transaction involving heavy iron, get your 
shipper 

set up for this $-saving method. Only other catch is all boxes must go 
at once.
